White flowers have been
piaced upon the pillow and over the breasg
above the kindest heart that ever throbbed.

THE BODY TO LAY IN STATE.

The corpee of the late President will be laid
eun! in ctate in the East Room or Tuesday in
order 1o give tfe public &an opportunity to see
one¢e more the fealures of him they loved so
webl.

The preparations are being made to that end
onder the supervis.onof Mr. John Alexan-
ger, uphoisterer. The catafalqoe upon which
the body will rest 1= 10 be placed in the gonth
part of the East Room, and is somewhat simi-
jar in style to LthAt used on tne occasion of the
death of Presldent Harrison. Steps will be
piaced at the eide to enable the pablic to
mount 10 & posilion to get a perfect view of
the face.

The catafilque will be lined with fluted
white satin, and on the outside it will be cov-
ered witn black cloth and black velvet.

THE FUNERAL OF PRESIDENT LIN
UOULN.

It & mundersi0od that the faneral of Pres|-
dent Lincoln will take place on Wednesday
next.

Rev. Dr. Gurley, of the New York avenne
Presbyterian church, where the I’resident and

tamily have been accustomed to wor=hip, will
doubtless be the officiating clergyman.

The remains will be temporarily deposited
in the vault of the Congressional cemetery, and
nereafter taken to Mr. Lincoln'® home at
Springfield, lllinois. 'I'he remains of little
Willie Lincoln are deposited in & vanlt at Qak
Hill ceme’ery, we believe.

The funeral car, which is being prepared for
the occasion, is to be a magnificent affair. 1t
s to be built on a hearse body, the extreme
bength fourteen feet. The body of the car will
be covered with black cloth from which will
nang large testoons of cloth on the sides and
ends, gatbered and fastened by large rosettes
©of white and black satin over bows of white
&nd black velvet,

The bed of the car on which thé coffin will
rest will be eight fee( from the ground, in order
to give full view of the coffin, and over this
will rise the canopy. the supports of which
will be draped with black cioth and velvet.
Thne top of the car will be decorated with
plumes. The car will be drawn by six or
eight horses, (prebably white with hlack trap.
pings,) each led by a groom.

THE AUTOPSY,

Yesterday, Surgeon (General Barnes, assistad
by Doctors Stone (the late President’s family
physician,) Cuortis, Woodward, Crane, Taflt,
and other emipent medical men, made an za-
topey in the piesence of President Johnsen,
Geén. Avgur and Gen. Rucker. The external

zppearance of the face of the President pre. |
sented A deep black stain around both eyes |

The iatal wound was on the lef: side of the
head behind, in A& line with and three inches
from the left ear. The course of the ball was
obliguely forward the right eye, crossing the
brain in ao oblique mannper, and lodging a
tew inches behind that eye. lnthetrackot the
woued were found fragmeuts of bone which
Lad been driven forward by the ball, which
was< imbedded in the anterior lobe of the lef:
bemispbere of the brain. The orbit plates
of both eyes were the seat of comminuted
fractere, And the eyves were filled with ex.
travasated blood. The serious injury of the
orbit plates was due 10 the contrs.coup—the
result of the intense shock of so larce -a pro-
p#clile fired so closely 10 the head. The ball
was evidently a Derringer, hand-cast, and
from the neck had been clipped. A shaving
of lead nad #een removed from the ball in its
passage ihrough the bones of the skull, and
was found in theorifide of the wound. The first
iragment of bone was found two and a halt
ynchee within the brain ; the second and larger
fragment about four inches from the orifice of
the wound. The ball lay still further in ad-
vance. The wound was about one-halfinch in
diameter. The autopsy fully confirmed the
epinicn of the surgeons on the nignt of the as.
S&fElnALon, that the wound was mortal.

THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF PRES-
IDENTJOHNSON.

President of the United States, Mr, Johnson
remarked:

recently occurred. 1 teel incompetent to per=
form duties so imporiant and responsible as
those which have beenso nnexpectedly thrown
npon me. As toan indication of any policy
which may be pursued by me in the adminis.
tration of the Government, I have ‘0 say tha;
that must be left for development as the gd-
minisgration progresses. The message or de-
claration mu={ be made by ihe acts as they
transpire. The only assurance that I can now
giveot the future.is reference to the past. The
course which I have taken in the past, in con-
nection with this rebellion, must be regarded
as a guarantee of the future. My past public
life, which has been long and laborious, has
been founded, as 1 in good conscience believe,
upon a great principle of right which lies al
the baszis of all things. The best energies of
my life have been spent in endeavoring to es-
tablish and perpetuate the prirciples of free
government,and 1 believe that the Govern
ment in passing through its present perils will
settle down upon principles consonant with
popularrights more permanent and enduring
than heretefore. I mustbe permitted tosay, if I
understand the feelings of my own heart, that 1
have long labored to ameliorate and elevate the
condition of the great mass of the Ameri-
can people. Toll, and an honest advocacy of
the great principles of free government,
have been my lot. Duties have been mine,
consequenceg are (3od’s. This has been the
toundation of my political c reed, and 1 iee]
that 1n the end the Government will triumph,
and that these great principles will be perma-
nently established. In concluasion, gentleme,
let me say that 1 want your encouragement
and countenance. I shall ask and rely upon
you and others, in carrying the Government
through itz present perils. 1 feel, in making
this request that it will be heartily responded
to by you &nd all other patriots and lovers of
the rights and interests of a free people.”

At the conclusion of the above remarks, the
Preeident received the kind wishes of the
friende bv whom he was surrounded, 8nd a
few minutes were devoted to conversation,
All were deeply impressed with the solemnity
of the occasion, and the recent sad occurrence
that caused the necessity for the speedy inang-
uration of the President, was gravely dis-
